The accident was so terrible In its 
effectiveness In wiping out the lh* s 
I of the men employed that very little 
j Is known as to the cause of the disas­ 
ter. 
The bridge was about a mile and a 
half In length and half of It, from the 
south shore to midstream, crumpled 
up and dropped into the water. Ninety 
men were at work on this section of 
Uie structure and the whistle hud Just 
blown at 5:37 for 
the 
men to 
Quit 
work for the day when there came a 
grinding 
sound from 
the bridge 
in 
midstream. 
The men turned to see 
what had 
happened and 
an instant 
later the cry went up “the bridge is 
falling.” 
Th' 
men made a rt«4* shoreward. 
bat the distance 
was too 
great for 
them to escape. 
The falien section cf 
the bridge dragged others after it, Un­ 
snapping girders and cubics booming 
like the 
crash of 
artillery. 
Terror 
lent fleet ness to tho feet of the fright­ 
ened workmen as they 
sped shore­ 
ward. but only a few of them reached 
s a f e t y before 
the last 
piece of iron 
work on the south shore wa? dragged 
into the river. 


Eight W o rkm en Rescued. 


Near the shore the wreckage of the 
bridge did not go below the surface 
of the water and eight workmen who 
remained above water were rescued 
and taken to tile host ital at Levis. 
The steamer 
Glenmont 
had just 
cleared the bridge when the first sec­ 
tion fell. 
Tho water thrown up by 
the debris came clear over the bridge 
of the steamer. 
The cap-ta In at once 
lowered 
boats. 
Th< 
small 
boats 
plied backward and forward over the 
sunken wreckage for half 
an hour, 
but there was no 
sign of life. 
The 
twisted 
iron and steel 
had its 
vic­

The Phoenixville Bridge company 
of Pennsylvania had the contract far

RUNYAN TELLS HIS STORY

Defaulting 
Teller 
Testifies

Against Accomplice. 
New 
York, Aug. 30.—Chester IL 
Runvan, the defaulting teller of the 
Windsor Trust company, had known 
Laura M. Carter only two weeks and 
had been in her company less than 
twelve hours altogether when he gave ,1 
her $15,000, according to his testimony fj 
e t the trial of Mrs. Cartor during the 
day. 
Mrs. Carter is charged with hav­ 
ing received money which she knew 
to have been stolen. 
Runyan, the de­ 
faulter, 
was 
the 
principal 
witness 
against her. 
Under cross-examination 
Runyan stuck closely to

“My duty and honor will not allow 
me to discuss matters or occurrences, 
considered 
or taking

at the 
meetings of the board 
of directors, 
nor will my dignity permit me to posi­ 
tively discuss personal 
matters fur­ 
ther than to deny the report which 
undoubtedly emanated from the same 
source as the reports appearing In to­ 
day’s 
newspapers 
and which 
have 
been frequently published, to the ef­ 
fect that the friendship which existed 
between Mr. Fish and myself was bro­ 
ken Just prior to my election as presi­ 
dent of the Illinois Central in Novem­ 
ber, 1906. 
The fact is Mr. Fish’s ac­ 
tions had severed that friendship sev­ 
eral years prior to that time. 
“Reports have also been published 
to 
the effect that 
during the 
long 
friendship of Mr. Fish and myself fre­ 
quent 
promotions 
were 
given 
me 
through the influence of Mr. Fish. As 
a matter of fact, my connection with 
the Illinois Central Railroad company | 
began with my election as second vice 
president by the board of directors in 
1890 and I continued in that capacity 
until my election as president by the 
board of directors in November, 1906.”
